REORGANIZATION? 
FEATURES: The World 

The World is on the edge of a volcano while East and 
West wage a continuing cold war — no war, but no real peace 
either: competition that's ^'peaceful'' in the sense of not being 
open military conflict, but bitter and terrible conduct, neverthe- 
less : grave defeats for the Free World unless there are radical 
changes of policy, of which very few signs have yet appeared. 

The appraisal of the world situation in the '60's is shared by men 
in all three political parties in Ottawa and in the government service. 
They vary a bit in their emphasis, and especially in degree of optimism 
and pessimism, but substantial agreement runs across an amazingly wide 
political spectrum. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker, when asked for a quick summary 
replied, in six words: "Peace — but with vigorous economic com- 
petition." 

L. B. Pearson, opposition leader and former minister of external 
affairs, predicted in reply to the same question: "a good chance of 
reaching a condition of stable insecurity, living on the edge of a volcano 
but with no real fear of falling in. Each side knows that if one falls 
in, the others will be dragged in too." 

Three years ago, Pearson commented sincerely: 

*T think Khrushchev is quite sincere when he says "Let's end the 
cold war ; let's have peaceful competition'. He's sincere because he has 
decided that another form of conflict will bring better results for the 
Communist side. That's our problem — how to meet this Communist 
assault in the economic field. Khrushchev obviously feels that his first 
successes in this new conflict will come in Asia and Africa, and that 
the West will then be surrounded by a Communist world." 

What should we do about it? Re-examine our whole concept of 
defense. Leave the big weapons, the deterrent, to the big powers like 
the U.S.A. and Britain. For us, the problem is how to shift our 
defense effort from Arrows to Aid. 

"If atomic war does come, we won't dive into it; we'll slide in/' 
says Pearson. This is as close as anyone comes to expressing the fear 
in the back of everyone's mind: that military action might begin from 
our side. 

It's a fear that's rooted in pessimism. People do not expect serious 
trouble in Europe but they do regard trouble in Asia and Africa as a 
certainty. Some or all of the following things will happen in the 
'60's : rebellion in Iran, division in Formosa, collapse, either economical 
or political, in Pakistan, Ceylon, and Burma, and massacre in Africa. 

If several of the calamities come together, and if some or all 
lead to Communist take-overs, will the West be able to keep its hand 
steady on the trigger? That's the doubt hanging over the expected 
"pea^e" of the '60s.

THE LOWE REPORT 

President Don MacNaughton of the Students Council has 
intimated that there may be changes in the S.C. Constitution. 
A report prepared last year under the chairmanship of L. E. 
Lowe, M.A., is the basis for current Council discussion on the 
position of student teachers in campus government. 

The chief issues are insufficient teacher representation in Students* 
Council and the neglected voting rights of one year students. 

One suggestion, by an S.T.S. Committee called for a complete 
reorganization of Macdonald student government with faculty re- 
presentation instead of activity representation. The Lowe Report 
studied this new plan very carefully, but ruled that this was not an 
answer. There are too few faculties (only three) and too few students 
to make such a system work. Faculty representation has been used 
on widely scattered campuses and often was supplemented by fraternity 
organizations. The main argument against this system is that it tends 
to pit one faculty against another, while an activity basis in Students* 
Council tends to integrate the faculties. 

The Lowe Report on teacher representation in the council stated 
that all faculties had a fair chance to be represented in activity groups, 
(such as Lit. & Deb.) and that the system of representation practiced 
now, insures that these activities will be run by the most experienced 
and the most interested students. However, the method of voting for 
S.C. members was criticized. The Lowe Report firmly stated that, 
'There are not sufficient reasons for denying the vote to any students 
because they are only taking a one year course." 

In general, the report expressed the view that a few changes 
were in order, but that drastic changes would only weaken the strong 
student government of Macdonald College.

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To Be Or Not To Be 



Stages in the development of 
society are ephemeral because their 
basis is the human which is the 
most unstable entity in existence. 
Historians have recorded what ap 
peared to be definite patterns of 
transition; the most important 
of which, as far as we are con- 
cerned, is the shift of emphasis 
from the individual to a reliance 
on the masses. Facts seem to sup- 
port the theory that the individual 
is becoming a rarer species as the 
complexities of society increase. 
Therefore it is understandable 
that one should question the role 
played by the individual in society, 
and wonder whether or not he is 
of importance. 

The problem one first must face 
is to define, or at least analyze 
in part, the connotations of the 
word individual. Just because a 
man parades around in the streets 
naked, claiming to be a rebel and 
an individual because he's a rebel, 
does not necessarily make him one. 
''Why?" you may ask, "He's dif- 
ferent." I fully agree, but indivi- 
dualism does not just infer dif- 
ference. The following anecdote 
should explain this more clearly: 

A speaker strode to the rostrum, 
and with many a grandiloquent 
gesture, b^^ his speech. "Ladies 
and Gentlemen . . The pro- 
fundity of this statement shocked 
his audience into silence: after 
all, they were ladies and gentle- 
men I Undismayed, he continued: 
"This planet was created in fire 
10 billion years ago, and thus shall 
it perish 10 billion years hence!" 
The listeners reeled under the im- 
pact, gaspingly trying to digest 
the meaning of this assertion. A 
man suddenly stood up in the mid- 
dle of the audience, and wildly 
waved both arms. "Sir," he ex- 
claimed in a high pitched voice, 
"what was that you said?" The 
speaker puffed out his chest and 
repeated in a magisterial tone, 
"The world was created in fire 10 
billion years ago, and in 10 bil- 
lion years hence it will perish in 
the same way!" The man sagged 
in sheer relief. A grin, extending 
from ear to ear, creased his face. 
"My God," he said, "you had me 
worried for a moment. I thought 
you said a million years." 

The figures that the lecturer 
was dealing with were not compre 
hensible, and therefore conveyed 
no meaning. In the same way, the 
individual deals with that which is 
made real to himself, and he der- 
ives from his actions some sense 



of meaning. Thus if the rebel 
allies himself with the extremists 
without rhyme or reason for doing 
so, he does not become an individ- 
ual but rather loses his identity 
in the masses of extremists. Reas- 
on is the prime aim; but reason 
entails a great deal of thought 
and hard work. 

It is at this point that a linkage 
in made to another often misinter- 
preted term : the intellectual. In- 
tellectualism has received a stigma 
to its meanings mainly because the 
majority do not understand what 
it is. Rather than inferring a sort 
of pervert who talks with a funny 
accent and spouts pretty lines of 
poetry, intellectualism means and 
includes the world in which a maji 
lives, the environment that stim- 
ulates him to think. The propensity 
for the human to jump to a con- 
chision would lead the unwary to 
supposing that only those achiev- 
ing the higher university educa- 
tions can be intellectuals. This is 
not always so, although I readily 
admit that it would be rather dif- 
ficult for a person obtaining his 
doctorate not to become one. 

However, should the person, re- 
gardless of his education, fail to 
apply his past experiences and 
learning to his current-day life or 
show himself unable or unwilling 
to think, that person is not an 
intellectual, despite the fact that 
he may have a C.A. or M.A. tack- 
ed onto his surname. 

Our problem then is to evaluate 
the relationship of thought, mean- 
ing, reality and intellectualism to 
the individual. In order to be an 
individual, a person must deal 
with a meaningful reality. This 
does not mean that thought has to 
be original because it is univer- 
sally recognized that very few 
fields of study have room for 
original thought. (By original 
thought, I am talking about think 
ing that has not been influenced 
by any other area of knowledge.) 
Therefore the individual must be 
an intellectual, and also mqst have 
the courage to carry out his con- 
victions heedless of whether or 
not they deviate from the com- 
moner patterns of life. Above all, 
the individual must be intensely 
human, for if he is thus endowed, 
he will become a very important 
cog in the human machine, not 
only by reorganizing society to 
meet current demands, but also by 
becoming a leader worthy of emul- 
ation.
